Waco, a Texas town, claims to have the 
largest artesian well in tbe United States. 
Its depth is 1,850 feet. More than 1,500,000 
gallons of water, remarkable for its purity, 
are thrown up daily. 

According to a statement of the Mansion 
House Council on the Dwellings of the Poor, 
a special inspection has been made of the 
district of Deptford, in the course of which 
450 houses were inspected, and a total of 
1,523 sanitary defects revealed.
